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EDITORIAL 


In  the  October  Editorial  we  looked  forward  to  “two  major  numismatic  events" 
National  Coin  Week  and  Coinex  ’85.  While  the  latter  event  lived  up  to  our  expec¬ 
tations,  the  former  didn't  materialise  at  all!  Apparently  the  committee — which 
includes  representatives  of  the  British  Numismatic  Trade  Association,  the  Royal 
Mint,  the  British  Museum  and  the  British  Association  of  Numismatic  Societies — were, 
in  the  words  of  the  editor  of  Coin  and  Medal  News ,  “unable  to  create  enough 
enthusiasm  amongst  collectors  to  bring  the  event  to  fruition”. 

Not  being  a  member  of  the  National  Coin  Week  committee  we  do  not  know  just  how 
much  effort  was  put  into  creating  enthusiasm  for  it  among  collectors  and  wonder 
whether  the  lack  of  interest  was  due  to  apathy  or  unawareness.  Certainly  we  received 
no  advance  information  on  National  Coin  Week  and  it  only  came  to  our  attention 
through  our  association  with  another  publication. 

Like  so  many  other  things.  National  Coin  Week  originated  in  the  United  States 
where  it  appears  to  have  quite  an  amount  of  muscle  behind  it,  being  actively  promoted 
by  the  U.S.  Mint,  the  banks,  collector  organisations  and  publications.  No  doubt  it  was 
originally  commercially  inspired  but  one  thing-that  can  be  said  in  its  favour  is  that  it 
makes  the  public  aware  of  the  coins  in  their  pockets  and  this,  in  turn,  could  spark  a 
collecting  interest.  So  far  it  does  not  seem  to  have  created  much  enthusiasm  on  this 
side  of  the  Atlantic  and  we  would  be  interested  to  know  just  why  this  is  so. 
Correspondence  is  invited  on  the  subject. 

Coinex  '85  was  originally  intended  to  be  a  two-day  event,  on  the  Friday  and 
Saturday,  with  a  dealers'  preview  on  the  Thursday.  At  a  late  date — after  our  October 
issue  had  gone  to  press — it  was  decided  to  make  it  a  three-day  event  with  members  of 
the  public  who  bought  a  £5  season  ticket  being  allowed  to  attend  the  preview. 

When  we  went  along  on  the  Thursday  for  the  official  opening,  by  the  Rt.  Hon.  The 
Earl  Spencer,  we  were  amazed  at  the  numbers  who  had  decided  to  attend  the 
“preview".  What  was  disappointing  was  the  fact  that,  apparently,  no  members  of  the 
non-numismatic  press  were  in  evidence.  It  would  seem  that  the  largest  coin  fair  in  the 
United  Kingdom  is  not  considered  important  enough  by  the  editors  of  the  national 
papers  to  warrant  coverage  by  a  photographer  or  even  a  cub-reporter!  This  being  the 
case,  is  it  any  wonder  that  National  Coin  Week  was  the  non-event  of  the  year? 

It  only  remains  for  us  to  extend  the  Compliments  of  the  Season  to  all  our  subscribers 
and  clients  and  to  thank  them  for  their  patronage  over  the  past  year.  We  look  forward 
to  being  able  to  continue  serving  them  in  198b.

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Mint  ’s  overseas  sales  rise.  Bucketfuls  of  Indian 
rupees.  Iraqi  dinar,  Costa  Rican  colons  and 
Zambian  ngwee  outnumber  shiny  new  £1  coins 
and  5()p  pieces  tumbling  off  the  production 
lines  of  the  Royal  Mint  tit  Llantrisant  in  Mid 
Glamorgan.  The  preponderance  of  foreign 
coins  reflects  the  importance  of  overseas  trade 
m  the  increasingly  competitive  business  of 
making  money. 

Export  sales  increased  by  50  per  cent  last 
year,  according  to  the  annual  report  of  the 
mint  published  today.  Overall  sales  were  up  by 
25  per  cent  but  at  the  same  time  the  operating 
profit  fell  by  a  fifth  to  £5.6  million  because  of 
the  reduced  margins  required  for  the  mint  to 
retain  its  world-leading  position. 

Many  countries  have  established  their  own 
mints  in  recent  years  and.  in  face  of  recession, 
have  begun  to  look  for  foreign  markets  to 
boost  profitability.  The  biggest  rival  is  Canada. 

In  the  lb  years  since  the  Royal  Mint  became 
a  Government  Trading  Fund  in  1975  it  has 
struck  £607  million  of  coins  and  medals,  60  per 
cent  for  export.  It  now  supplies  coins  to  67 
countries. 

The  introduction  of  the  £1  coin  has  had  a 
considerable,  although  not  entirely  favourable, 
impact  on  production.  The  issue  of  £550  mil¬ 
lion  takes  up  a  substantial  proportion  of  the 
annual  production  of  some  2,000  million  coins, 
and  strictly  limited  profit  levels  are  imposed  on 


the  manufacture  of  United  Kingdom  circula¬ 
tion  coins. 

Of  far  greater  benefit  was  the  recent  winning 
of  a  £12.6  million  order  for  500  million  rupees 
which  will  ensure  12  months'  employment  for 
the  workforce,  which  has  declined  from  1.442 
in  1978  to  970. 

Growing  importance  is  also  being  attached 
to  the  painstaking  individual  hand-striking  of 
highly-burnished  proof  coins  and  medals  for 
the  collector. 

Spiralling  inflation  overseas  can  help  to  fill 
order  books  for  higher-value  replacement 
coinage.  But  in  an  extreme  situation,  paper 
currency  takes  over  because  the  coins  would  be 
worth  more  than  their  face  value. 

Political  upheaval  also  has  its  benefits.  Many 
new  leaders  will  demand  a  complete  reissue  of 
coinage  rather  than  have  the  head  of  a  prede¬ 
cessor  staring  from  the  obverse. 

The  mint  moved  from  its  historic  location  on 

* 

Tower  Hill  to  the  South  Wales  site,  known 
disparagingly  by  some  as  “The  hole  with  the 
mint",. to  cope  with  the  demands  of  decimali¬ 
zation  and  the  already  expanding  overseas 
market  in  the  early  1970s. 

In  spite  of  the  increasing  use  of  credit  cards, 
coins  are  still  with  us.  A  recent  survey  showed 
that  about  80  per  cent  of  individual  transac¬ 
tions  involved  a  sum  of  £5  or  less.  —  The 
limes,  15  August  1985.

COVER  STORY 


CHRISTINA  OF  SWEDEN 


Christina  was  born  in  1626  and  succeeded  her  father  Gustav  II  Adolf  on  the  throne  of 
Sweden  when  only  six  years  old.  She  assumed  full  power  at  the  age  of  eighteen  in  1044 
and  the  riksdaler  we  offer  for  sale  this  month  (Q373)  is  of  this  year. 

Beautiful,  but  proud  and  egotistical,  Christina  had  the  education  of  a  man  rather 
than  of  a  woman  and  impressed  her  elders  with  her  intelligence  and  determination. 
Her  reign  saw  a  flowering  of  native  literature  and  science  and  she  encouraged 
manufacturing  and  trade.  She  was  wasteful  with  money,  however,  creating  hundreds 
of  new  members  of  the  nobility,  and  her  decision  to  abdicate  in  1654  was  ultimatelv  a 
popular  one  with  her  people. 

She  travelled  to  Belgium,  Austria,  France  and  Italy,  but  on  the  death  of  her 
successor  Karl  X  Gustav  in  1660,  returned  to  Sweden  in  a  futile  attempt  to  reclaim  the 
throne.  Subsequently  she  settled  in  Rome,  dying  in  poverty,  a  forgotten  woman,  in 
1689.

The  Silver  Institute  and  The  Gold  Institute 
are  similar  organisations,  each  being  the 
world's  largest  association  of  miners,  refiners, 
bullion  suppliers  and  manufacturers  of  pro¬ 
ducts  in  silver  and  gold  respectively. 

The  Silver  Institute  was  incorporated  in 
New  York  City  in  1971  and  has  now  more  than 
ION  eorporated  members  with  operations  in  19 
countries.  The  Gold  Institute  was  incorpor¬ 
ated  in  Canada  in  197b  and  has  more  than  NO 
corporate  members  operating  in  15  countries. 

One  of  the  functions  of  each  institute  is  to 
provide  technical  assistance  to  those  countries 
which  issue  silver  and  gold  coinage  and 
another  is  to  publish  an  annual  survey  of  all 
coinage  minted  in  each  metal  I  he  most  recent 
editions  provide  technical  data  on  all  silver  and 
gold  coins  issued  in  19N4  and  each  is  prepared 
with  the  cooperation  of  the  monetary  authori¬ 
ties,  central  banks  and  mints  of  each  country. 

From  Modem  Silver  Coinage  we  learn  that 
I3.BI7.N40  troy  ounces  ol  silver  were  used  in 
260  issues  of  legal  tender  silver  coins  issued  by 
77  countries.  France  was  the  largest  producer 


of  silver  coinage  in  I9N4,  using  3,907.756  troy 
ounces  ol  silver  in  17  issues,  including  one 
commemorating  the  50th  anniversary  of  the 
death  of  Marie  Curie. 

Mexico  was  the  second  largest  producer 
with  a  mintage  of  2,523,422  pure  silver  legal 
tender  bullion  coins  called  onzas,  and  the 
United  States  was  in  third  place,  using 
1 ,996,643  troy  ounces  of  silver.  I  he  262  silver 
coinages  issued  in  1984  were  struck  by  36 
different  mints. 

Modern  Cold  Coinage  tells  ux  that  4.431,768 
troy  ounces  of  pure  gold,  with  an  approximate 
value  of  US$1 .3  billion,  were  used  by  57  coun¬ 
tries  in  the  minting  of  161  issues  of  legal  tender 
gold  coins.  South  Africa  maintained  its  pos¬ 
ition  as  the  largest  producer  of  gold  coins 
despite  the  fact  that  its  conxumption  declined 
from  3,452,678  troy  ounces  in  1983  to 
2,382.096  in  1 9N4 . 

Canada,  on  the  other  hand,  increased  1 1 x 
consumption  of  gold  for  coinage  from  886,740 
trov  ounces  in  1983  to  1 .229,158  troy  ounces  in 
1984.

WHERE  HAVE  ALL  THE 
YOUNG  COLLECTORS  GONE? 

The  very  noticeable  absence  of  young  collectors  at  numismatic  society  meetings  has 
caused  some  concern  to  officers  of  The  British  Association  of  Numismatic  Societies  as 
they  have  visited  societies  to  give  talks  on  coins.  Perhaps  many  young  collectors  feel 
left  out  of  the  organised  world  of  numismatics  and  are  probably  unaware  that  the  same 
established  order  worries  about  the  apparent  lack  of  interest  on  the  part  of  the  young 
collectors!  Obviously,  meeting  times  and  distance — and  often  the  meeting  place 
itself — present  practical  problems  for  those  under  17  or  18,  but  young  (and  not  so 
young)  collectors  who  would  like  to  take  the  hobby  one  stage  further  and  join  a  society 
are  invited  to  write  to  k.  Sugden,  Honorary  Secretary,  The  British  Association  of 
Numismatic  Societies,  Department  of  Numismatics,  Manchester  Museum,  Oxford 
Road,  Manchester.  He  will  be  pleased  to  provide  them  with  the  name  and  address  of 
the  secretary  of  any  affiliated  society  or  club  in  their  locality. 

The  BANS  has  a  fund  to  assist  young  collectors  to  attend  BANS  lecture  courses 
(held  over  a  week-end  and  residential  in  a  college)  and  to  purchase  books — so  this  too 
provides  an  incentive  to  join  an  affiliated  club.  On  the  same  note.  The  Royal 
Numismatic  Society  also  has  its  own  funds,  with  similar  objectives  in  mind:  the 
Marshall  Fund  is  used  to  buy  books  for  young  collectors  and  the  Parkes  Weber  Prize  is 
a  cash  sum  awarded  annually  for  the  best  essay  submitted  by  a  person  under  the  age  of 
24  on  the  subject  of  coins,  tokens,  medals,  medallions  or  banknotes.

CONSTANTINE  THE  GREAT,  HIS 
COINS  AND  THE  APOCALYPSE

Prologue 

The  identity  of  the  rider  of  the  white  horse,  mentioned  in  the  Book  of  the 
Apocalypse  (Chapter  19,  Verses  1 1  to  16),  has  been  thought  by  many  Americans  to 
be  Jesus  the  Christ.  This  identification  of  the  rider,  having  been  made  by  some  of 
the  pioneer  settlers  of  the  New  World,  is  accepted  today  by  many  natives  of  the 
United  States.  This  identification  of  the  rider  had  been  made  by  those  reading  only 
the  English  translation  of  the  book  of  the  Apocalypse. 

The  concept,  of  the  Christ  as  the  rider  of  the  white  horse,  was  never  taught  in  the 
Old  World  and  is  not  taught  today.  The  Church  has  remained  silent  regarding  the 
identification  of  the  rider  and  has  not  yet  announced  who  the  man  may  be. 

Recent  historic  evidence  however,  presented  herein,  suggests  that  the  English 
readings  have  been  misunderstood  and  that  the  true  identity  of  the  rider  of  the 
white  horse  appears  to  be  Constantine  the  Great! 


For  some  time  the  historians  and  theologians  have  been  discussing  a  remarkable 
coincidence  regarding  the  life  of  Roman  Emperor  Constantine  I,  his  coins  and  a 
prophecy  found  in  the  Book  of  Apocalypse  (or  Revelation)  Chapter  19:11-16.  The 
numismatists  have  now  joined  the  discussions. 12 

Numismatology,  with  its  meticulous  analysis  of  coins,  has  more  recently  received 
the  respect  and  high  regard  due  a  true  science.  The  public  too,  now  anxiously  follows 
the  ongoing  studies  such  as  the  famous  Augur’s  wand  coin  whose  image  some  believe 
to  be  impressed  on  the  Shroud  of  Turin.  ’ 

Lately  the  intensive  study  of  the  Constantine  I  coins,  especially  the  silver  Miliarense 
and  the  bronze  Victorial  pieces,  has  excited  the  interest  of  historians,  numismatists 
and  theologians.4  Hopefully  this  brief  history  of  Constantine  I,  the  presentation  of  his 
coins  and  the  quotation  of  four  Scriptural  verses  will  give  some  insight  into  recent 
findings  and  correlate  the  interests  of  these  three  disciplines. 

Historically  about  AD  305  Constantine  was  selected  as  Caesar  of  Gaul,  Britain  and 
the  lower  Rhine.  During  his  rule  he  proved  to  be  a  righteous  judge  and  a  fierce 
warrior. 

In  about  AD  310  the  Tetrarchy  of  the  Roman  Empire  broke  down  in  hopeless 
confusion  and  a  Caesar  Maxentius  emerged  as  the  ruler  of  Rome.  By  mid-AD  312 
Constantine,  with  an  army  of  over  40,000  men,  revolted  and  in  many  bloody  battles 
marched  through  Italy  to  Rome.  Outside  the  city  he  defeated  Caesar  Maxentius  in  the 
most  famous  battle  of  the  Milvian  Bridge  and  became  the  sole  ruler  of  the  Western 
Roman  Empire/ 

Constantine,  a  pagan,  later  swore  that  his  victory  at  the  Milvian  Bridge  was  won 
under  the  auspices  of  Christ.  Constantine  repeatedly  maintained  and  recorded  that  he 
had  been  called  by  Christ!6  (See  first  sketch.) 

So,  in  just  a  brief  history  of  Constantine,  we  find  a  Roman  Caesar  who  ruled  several 
countries,  who  must  have  ridden  a  white  horse  as  did  Roman  leaders,  who  must  have 
worn  bloody  garments  from  the  many  recent  conflicts  he  encountered  on  the  road 
through  Italy  to  Rome,  and  who  repeatedly  reported  that  he  had  been  called  by  Christ. 

The  Book  of  Apocalypse  with  its  prophecies  was  written  during  the  first  century.  All 
of  the  above  happened  to  Constantine  I  early  in  the  fourth  century,  about  200  years 
after  the  prophecies  were  written.  These  historic  events  did  occur  however,  years 
before  the  Book  of  Apocalypse  was  included  into  the  Bible. 

Briefly,  we  are  told  in  these  verses  by  John,  who  wrote  the  Book  of  Apocalypse, 
that  he  beheld  the  heavens  open  and  saw  that  a  man  riding  a  white  horse  who  was 
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called  by  Christ,  by  “Faithful  and  True”.  The  man  is  wearing  bloody  garments  when  he 
is  called  by  Christ,  by  “The  Word  of  God”.  The  expressions  “Faithful  and  True”  and 
“The  Word  of  God”  are  synonymous  with  Christ.  The  author  wrote  that  the  man  was 
wearing  many  crowns,  or  a  large  crown,  and  that  there  was  a  Name  written  on  it.  The 
author  adds  that  not  only  on  his  crown  but  also  on  his  banner  he  had  written  "King  of 
kings  and  Lord  of  lords”.  This  last  phrase  is  also  synonymous  with  Christ. s 

Now  the  reason  this  riddle  is  so  fascinating  is  because  we  are  not  told  who  the  man  is 
that  Christ  called.  We  are  just  given  clues.  The  reason  this  riddle  is  so  important,  is 
because  that  man  would  free  the  Word  of  God  to  spread  over  the  world  in  peace  for 
the  Millennium,  a  thousand  years.  So  let  us  read  those  few  clues  that  the  prophet 
wrote. 

Scripturully  in  Apocalypse  19:1 1  we  read:  “And  I  saw  heaven  opened,  and  behold  a 
white  horse  and  he  that  sat  upon  him  was  called  Faithful  and  True,  and  in  righteous¬ 
ness  he  doth  judge  and  make  war”.  In  Apocalypse  19:13  we  read:  “And  he  was 
clothed  with  a  vesture  dipped  in  blood:  and  his  name  is  called  The  Word  of  God.”  ’ 

Historically  Constantine  recorded  that  prior  to  his  decisive  battle  at  the  Milvian 
Bridge,  a  heavenly  Sign  had  appeared  to  him  and  his  army,  along  with  a  promise  of 
victory.  He  described  this  saving  Sign  as  the  Greek  letters  Chi  Rho,  combined  and 
shining  above  the  sun,  in  essence  a  monogrammatic  combination  of  the  letters  X  and 
P.  This  Greek  monogram  is  for  the  Name  of  Christ.  Accepting  Christ's  Sign,  prior  to 
that  armageddonian  battle  for  Rome,  Constantine  placed  the  monogram  for  that 
Name  on  his  large  metal  war  helmet.  At  that  moment  in  time,  only  Constantine 
himself  knew  the  meaning  of  those  Greek  letters  as  a  monogram  for  Christ.  Not  one 
among  his  Roman  soldiers  suspected  what  that  Chi  Rho  meant.1" 

So,  as  this  brief  history  continues,  we  learn  from  Constantine  that  as  the  heavens 
opened  he  with  his  whole  army  beheld  a  marvellous  Sign,  the  monogram  of  Christ. 
The  Christogram  arrangement  of  the  Greek  letters  was  unique,  never  having  been 
seen  nor  used  in  Christian  context  before  this  event.  In  addition  to  the  Sign,  Christ  also 
gave  His  promise  “In  this  conquer”,  written  in  Latin  in  the  heavens.  This  Ins  Roman

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army  could  read,  so  they  painted  the  sign  on  their  shields.  So  Constantine  and  his 
army,  faced  with  the  most  decisive  battle  of  their  lives,  eagerly  accepted  both  gifts. 
Now  let  us  read  of  another  clue  written  by  the  Apocalypse  prophet. 

Scripturally  in  Apocalypse  19:12  we  read:  “His  eyes  were  as  a  flame  of  fire,  and  on 
his  head  were  many  crowns;  and  he  had  a  name  written,  that  no  man  knew,  but  he 
himself’. 

Numismatically,  a  recently  found  Constantine  I  coin,  c.  AD  318,  obverse  (Fig.  1), 
shows  a  large  bowl-shaped,  high-crested  helmet  with  the  Chi  Rho  Christogram 
apparent  on  the  cross-bar.  This  bronze  coin,  celebrating  the  “Happy  Victory  of  the 
Perpetual  Prince"  was  an  issue  of  the  Siscus  mint,  while  similar  and  contemporary 
bronze  coins  were  issued  at  Ticinum,  Aquileia  and  Thessolonica.  The  prominent 
location  of  the  Chi  Rho  on  the  cross-bar  does  have  symbolic  significance  as  an  integral 
part  of  the  potency  inherent  in  the  imperial  portrait.  However,  these  Chi  Rho  signs 
occur  exclusively  in  the  third  of  a  five-issue  series  from  the  Siscus  mint,  and  only  on  a 
few  individual  specimens.  Each  of  the  four  mints  did  release  bronze  coins  carrying  the 
Christ  monogram  in  the  field  on  the  reverse.  The  Christogram  presence  on  these  coins 
from  several  mints  indicate  the  design  originated  at  the  source  of  the  Empire  and  not 
merely  by  a  regional  mint  worker. ir

helmet.  Courtesy  of  Bundessammlung,  Vienna,  Austria. 
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The  helmet,  occurring  on  the  bronzes  of  the  Victorial  laetae  princ  prep  type,  has 
been  a  recurring  theme  in  the  prolific  work  of  that  great  numismatist  Andreas  Alfoldi, 
who  stated  that  only  the  Chi  Rho  on  the  cross-bar  has  any  significance. 

Note  how  the  portrait  of  this  battle-ready,  bull-necked  warrior  appears  to  be  that  of 
a  young  man  fresh  from  a  great  victory.  When  Constantine  did  conquer  Rome  he  was 
just  about  thirty-two  years  old. 

The  Miliarense  (Fig.  2),  a  very  rare  piece,  was  apparently  struck  only  in  silver.  T  his 
is  the  obverse  of  Constantine  1  tenth-anniversary  medallion,  the  Salus  Republieae.  The 
C'hi  Rho  is  here  set  in  a  badge  just  below  the  root  of  the  helmet  crest.  The  official 
character  of  the  badge  has  been  demonstrated  in  a  convincing  manner  since  this 
“Safety  of  the  Republic”  medallion  was  the  first  specimen  Constantine  had  issued 
from  the  Ticinum  mint.  No  doubt  therefore  persists  about  the  meaning  of  the  new 
emblem;  the  emperor  had  adopted  his  own  victorious  Sign  as  an  emblem  of  power. I- 

Note  how  this  portrait  of  the  emperor  appears  as  of  an  older  man  than  the  suggested 
date,  AD  315,  for  the  medallion.  On  that  date  Constantine  would  be  about  thirty-five 
years  old.  See  the  obvious  goitre,  the  exophthalmos  and  the  ectrophic  eyelids  that 
indicate  a  rather  mature  disease.  Incidentally,  the  ectrophic  eyelids  often  do  result 
from  the  chronic  infection  of  an  endemic  mid-Eastern  eye  disease  called  Trachoma.

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Allegory  notwithstanding,  in  the  acute  stages  of  this  conjunctival  inflammation,  the 
eyes  do  appear  as  red  as  fire. 

Historically,  Constantine  also  swore  that  during  the  night  following  the  day  of  his 
heavenly  vision,  while  he  slept,  Christ  had  appeared  and  commanded  him  to  make  a 
likeness  of  the  Sign,  that  would  safeguard  him  in  all  engagements  with  his  enemies. 

At  dawn  on  the  next  day  he  ordered  the  workers  of  gold  and  precious  stones  to  make 
him  a  banner  of  the  Sign.  His  new  banner  or  standard  is  called  the  Labarum.  This  Sign, 
the  symbol  of  the  Saviour’s  Name,  with  the  two  Greek  letters  indicating  the  Name  of 
Christ  by  means  of  its  initial  characters,  the  letter  P  being  intersected  by  X  in  its  centre, 
would  top  the  banner.1' 

Constantine  made  the  Labarum  his  imperial  flag  for  the  western  Empire,  and  from 
AD  324,  for  the  entire  Roman  Empire.  This  banner  or  flag  of  the  world's  ruler 
assumed  enormous  importance.  Now  read  the  last  clue. 

Scripturally  in  Apocalypse  19:16  we  read:  “And  he  hath  on  his  vesture  and  on  his 
thigh  a  name  written,  KING  OF  KINGS,  AND  LORD  OF  LORDS" 

the  word  “thigh"  in  this  verse  has  always  been  a  problem.  Recently  however,  a 
logical  solution  to  this  problem  has  emerged  with  the  publication  of  Dr  C.  C.  Torrey’s 
explanation  of  a  mistranslation  of  the  Semitic  into  the  Greek.  Dr  Torrey  concludes  the 
text  should  read‘*khis  banner"  instead  of  “his  thigh”.14

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Numismatically  Constantine  I  coins  showing  the  Chi  Rho  are  relatively  rare. 
Another  one  of  these  coins  is  seen  in  Fig.  3.  Showing  is  the  reverse  of  a  “Hope  of  the 
Commonwealth"  bronze  coin  minted  in  Constantinople  c.  AD  326.  This  Spes  Publica 
specimen  clearly  shows  the  new  banner,  the  Labarum,  that  was  carefully  described  by 
Eusebius  in  his  Life  of  Constantine  text.  The  large  Chi  Rho  at  the  top  of  the  banner 
stands  above  the  cross-bar  while  the  shaft  pierces  a  serpent  depicting  Satan.  Symboli¬ 
cally,  with  Satan  restrained,  the  millennium  rule  of  Christ  and  his  Church  would 
begin.  ^ 

Now  let's  recap  the  story.  Historically  Constantine  I,  who  did  ride  white  horses,  saw 
the  heavens  open  and  was  called  by  Christ.  He  definitely  was  a  judge  and  made  war. 
His  eyes  were  possibly  red  at  the  time  and  as  Caesar,  ruler  of  many  nations,  he  did 
wear  many  crowns.  As  a  pagan  he  did  have  the  Name  of  Christ  written  on  his  helmet 
as  a  Greek  monogram  that  no  one  knew  but  himself.  He  was  probably  wearing  bloody 
clothes  when  he  was  called  by  the  Word  of  God  and  lastly,  he  certainly  did  have  the 
King  of  kings  and  Lord  of  lords  written  on  his  helmet  and  banner!  (See  second  sketch.) 

Constantine  I  appears  to  have  fulfilled  all  of  these  Scriptural  clues.  The  bottom  line 
here  is  that  historic  and  numismatic  evidence  strongly  supports  the  hypothesis  that  the 
man  Constantine  the  Great,  fulfills  the  Scriptural  prophesy  found  in  the  Book  of 
Apocalypse  19:11-16. 
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A  PHALLIC  IMAGE  ON  THE 
TETRADRACHMS  OF  THE  BAR 
KOCHBA  REVOLT

Researchers  in  the  field  of  ancient  numismatics  know  that  it  is  possible  for  some  slight, 
minute  element  on  a  coin  to  reveal  or  elucidate  an  unknown,  obscure  or  ambiguous 
detail  of  history.  A  clear  example  of  this  general  statement  is  the  obvious  but  still 
unrecorded  and  unrecognized  inclusion  of  a  phallic  symbol  on  the  tetradrachms  or 
shekels  struck  by  the  Jews  in  the  Bar  Kochba  revolt  against  the  Romans  in  A.D.  132— 
135.  On  these  coins  the  phallus  appears  as  the  deformed  representation  of  the  fruit  of 
the  citron,  called  an  ‘etrog'  in  Hebrew. 

The  citron  ( Citrus  Medica)  is  of  ancient  Asian  origin  and  it  is  the  close  relative  of  our 
modern  lemon.  It  was  prized  by  the  Hebrews  as  the  biblical  ‘fruit  of  the  tree  of 
lovliness'.  This  beautiful  and  fragrant  fruit  was  used  for  a  food  flavouring,  medicine 
and  for  religious  ceremonies.  Citrons  were  also  sometimes  used  as  a  type  of  weapon. 
Flavius  Josephus,  the  renegade  Jewish  leader  of  the  First  Revolt  against  the  Romans 
in  A.D.  63-70  who  became  an  historian,  records  that  Jews  pelted  the  Hasmonean  king 
Alexander  Jannaeus  with  citrons  when  he  offended  them  in  the  temple  of  Jerusalem 
during  the  Feast  of  Tabernacles. 

In  Leviticus  it  says:  ‘And  you  shall  take  on  the  first  day  of  the  Feast  of  Tabernacles, 
fruit  of  the  tree  of  lovliness,  branches  of  palm  trees  and  boughs  of  thick  trees  and 
willows  of  the  brook;  and  you  shall  rejoice  before  the  Lord  your  God  seven  days.’  This 
injunction  culminated  in  the  custom  of  using  the  lulav  and  the  etrog  (palm  frond  and 
citron)  during  the  religious  ceremonies  on  the  Feast  of  Tabernacles  and  this  ritual  has 
survived  up  to  the  present  day.  The  lulav  is  a  sceptre-like  wand  which  consists  of  a 
central  palm  frond  bound  at  the  handle  with  twigs  of  myrtle  (the  thick  trees)  and 
willow  branches.  This  is  held  in  the  hands  along  with  the  citron  during  prayers. 

The  lulav  and  citron  are  portrayed  on  the  reverse  side  of  the  tetradrachms  struck 
by  Simon  Bar  Kochba  during  the  revolt  of  A.D.  132-135.  The  obverse  carries  a 
representation  of  the  temple  in  Jerusalem  with  the  Ark  of  the  Covenant  shown  at  the 
doors.  Close  examination  of  these  coins  reveals  that  the  citron  appears  as  an  abnormal 
and  suggestive  form.  Less  than  8%  of  the  coins  catalogued  in  books  show  a  normal. 
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elliptical  shaped  citron  or  none  at  all.  The  other  92%  show  a  citron  with  an  elongated 
form  terminated  at  the  top  with  a  triangular  shape  and  below  with  two  distinct  globular 
forms.  On  many  of  these  coins,  the  stem  of  the  citron  at  the  top,  which  was  necessary 
to  make  the  fruit  liturgicallv  acceptable,  is  actually  portrayed  by  the  die  engraver  as  if 
to  suggest  an  ejaculation.  This  citron  form  is  unquestionably  a  fully  developed  phallic 
symbol.  On  several  types  the  die  was  so  carefully  engraved  to  express  the  glans  and 
testicular  shapes  that  this  cannot  be  construed  as  a  simple  engraving  error.  The  coins 
catalogued  in  references  as  Meshorer  166,  178,  179,  180  and  199  leave  no  question  as 
to  the  intent  of  the  die  maker  to  portray  a  phallus.

In  fact,  several  earlier  Jewish  coins  do  show  a  normal,  undistorted  citron  and 
therefore  the  phallic  citron  form  cannot  be  attributed  to  ignorance  on  the  part  ot  the 
artist.  Coins  of  the  First  Revolt,  A.D.  66-70,  catalogued  as  Meshorer  161,  162  and 
162A,  portray  a  normally  formed,  elliptical  citron.

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Other  coins  of  the  same  period  also  show  the  phallic  citron  and  this  means  that  they 
were  used  interchangeably  and  were  both  acceptable  to  the  authorities  in  charge  of 
minting  the  coins.  Meshorer  163  and  163A  of  the  period  A.D.  66-70  show  a  citron 
clearly  distorted  into  a  phallic  symbol.  Now  this  is  a  shocking  and  disturbing  observa¬ 
tion.  What  is  a  phallus  doing  on  a  coin  whose  theme  is  deeply  religious,  a-lmost  sacred? 
The  Holy  of  Holies  is  portrayed  in  the  Temple  on  the  obverse  of  these  coins.  Who 
would  dare  profane  such  a  coin  with  a  representation  of  a  phallus? 

The  answer  to  this  question  may  be  hinted  at  in  a  short  paragraph  contained  in  the 
Babylonian  Talmud.  This  document  is  a  collection  of  comments  and  rulings,  by  the 
Jewish  sages  and  scholars  who  lived  in  Babylon.  It  captures  the  customs  and  history  of 
the  Jews  from  the  early  third  century  to  the  late  fifth  century  A.D.  The  Hebrew  word 
'Talmud'  means  study  and  this  collection  of  writings  is  pored  over  by  modern  scholars 
for  insights  into  the  daily  life  of  the  Jewish  community  in  ancient  Israel. 

The  section  of  the  Talmud  commenting  on  the  Feast  of  Tabernacles  describes  the 
various  types  of  citrons  which  would  be  acceptable  for  the  religious  ceremonies.  The 
Talmud  states  that  'if  you  allow  the  etrog  to  grow  in  a  mould  and  make  it  a  different 
sort  of  etrog,  it  is  ritually  unsound'.  From  this  interesting  and  revealing  statement,  we 
can  assume  that  some  growers  cultivating  citrons  sought  to  give  the  fruit  a  special 
shape  while  it  was  still  growing  on  the  branches  of  the  tree.  But  why  mould  a  citron 
into  the  obviously  pornographic  shape  of  a  phallus? 

From  excavations  of  Roman  sites  such  as  Pompeii  and  from  many  Roman  authors, 
we  know  that  people  of  this  period  had  no  reticence  in  using  the  phallus  as  a  charm  to 
ward  off  the  evil  eye  and  to  bring  good  luck.  It  appears  everywhere,  on  walls,  floors, 
statues  and  on  lamps.

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Roman  generals,  leading  the  parade  during  their  triumphal  marches,  would  have  a 
phallic  sculpture  slung  below  their  chariots  to  deflect  evil  and  envious  glances.  The 
phallus  was  also  treated  as  a  powerful  fertility  symbol  and  it  appears  in  several  forms  in 
ancient  gardens  and  agricultural  fields  to  guarantee  an  abundant  crop.  The  Roman 
demi-god  Priapus,  guardian  of  the  fertility  of  gardens  and  fields,  is  always  portrayed  in 
sculpture  and  painting  with  an  enormous  and  exaggerated  phallus.  Through  common 
use,  the  phallus  had  become  a  trite  and  acceptable  superstitious  symbol  even  in  Israel. 

From  many  sources  we  know  that  the  Jews  of  this  period  had  become  culturally 
assimilated  with  the  customs  and  symbols  of  their  1  lellenistic  and  Roman  rulers.  Many 
pagan  elements  and  symbols  had  crept  into  the  everyday  life  of  the  people  of  Israel. 
Erwin  R.  Goodenough,  in  his  definitive  study,  Jewish  Symbols  of  the  Greco-Roman 
Period ,  Volume  IV,  page  3,  states  that  ‘Jews  used  pagan  symbols  long  before  they  had 
distinctively  Jewish  ones,  and  even  after  they  had  a  symbolic  vocabulary  of  their  own, 
the  pagan  motifs  remained  so  important  that  they  were  commonly  used  alongside  of, 
or,  as  earlier,  in  place  of,  symbols  that  were  idiomatically  Jewish’. 

Even  the  second  commandment  of  God,  which  forbids  graven  images,  was  openly 
violated  in  the  synagogues  where  archaeologists  have  uncovered  many  art  forms  and 
images  of  animals,  people  and,  unbelievably,  pagan  gods.  The  Graeco-Roman  sun 
god,  Helios,  is  featured  as  the  centrepiece  of  several  zodiacs  which  decorated  the 
mosaic  floors  of  the  synagogues  in  Galilee.  In  this  respect,  the  ancient  Jews  were  much 
less  compliant  to  religious  law  and  regulations  than  the  orthodox  Jews  of  today. 

As  shocking  and  unpleasant  as  it  may  be  for  sensitive  scholars  and  researchers 
today,  it  can  only  be  concluded  that  the  Israelites  of  the  second  century  A.D.  were 
deeply  affected  by  the  pagan  customs  of  the  Romans.  These  had  a  great  impact  on  the 
lives  of  the  Jews.  They  were  magical  and  seductive  and  therfore  difficult  to  resist.  The 
Jews  of  antiquity  always  had  a  propensity  for  adopting  pagan  ways.  The  Bible  is  full  of 
prophetic  warnings  about  this  turning  away  from  the  true  God  and  several  major  crises 
m  the  history  of  the  Jews  were  a  direct  result  of  disobedience  of  the  religious  laws 
forbidding  pagan  rites  and  idolatry. 

All  the  evidence  points  to  the  fact  that  the  growers  of  citrons  moulded  the  fruit  to 
represent  a  pagan  phallic  symbol  and  these  were  used  during  the  Feast  of  Tabernacles, 
an  ancient  harvest  festival,  as  charms  to  assure  good  luck  and  fruitful  crops.  This 
custom  was  so  widespread  and  acceptable  that  the  citron  was  portrayed  openly  and 
accurately  as  a  powerful  phallus  on  the  very  coins  which  were  struck  to  mark  the  last 
desperate  hope  of  the  Jewish  people  to  achieve  religious  freedom,  political  liberty  and 
the  redemption  of  their  homeland  from  the  Roman  conquerors.

When  beggares  die,  there  are  no  comets  seen;  The  heavens  themselves  blaze  forth  the 
death  of  princes.’  Shakespeare  seems  to  have  known  something  about  what  he  was 
writing  when  he  put  those  words  into  the  mouth  of  a  worried  Calpurnia  ( Julius  Caesar 
II,  ii,  32-3),  and  other  portents  also  augured  Caesar's  impending  doom  on  the  Ides  of 
March  in  44  BC.  He  was  correct,  to  a  certain  extent,  in  the  generalisation,  but  Halley’s 
Comet  did  not  in  fact  appear  in  that  year;  it  had  passed  by  in  cS7  BC  and  its  next  arrival 
was  thirty-four  years  after  Caesar’s  death,  in  12  BC.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  a 
comet-like  object  appears  under  the  disjointed  charioteer  on  the  reverse  of  billon 
Armorican  coins  from  the  Channel  Islands  dated  to  the  first  century  BC.  They  are  a 
quite  scarce  variety  and  Derek  Allen  attributed  the  types  to  the  Coriosolites  (Corseul) 
of  Gaul.  The  comet  did,  however,  appear  in  April  AD  1066  and  it  is  represented  on 
the  Bayeux  Tapestry,  with  a  caption  reading:  ‘Isti  mirant  Stella’ — ‘They  wonder  at  that 
star’.  We  all  know  what' happened  later  that  year  on  14  October  at  the  battle  of 
Hastings  when,  despite  an  advantage  of  position,  Harold  II  was  killed  and  the  English 
army  defeated. 

Harold  was  not  the  only  ‘prince’  whose  untimely  death  seems  to  have  been  heralded 
by  the  appearance  of  Halley’s  Comet.  The  death  of  Antiochus  IV  of  Syria  in  164  BC 
was  preceded  by  an  appearance  of  the  comet  in  that  year.  A  Babylonian  astronomical 
diary  for  the  year  164-163  BC  (written  in  cuneiform  on  a  baked  clay  tablet)  has  a 
description  of  the  comet  in  the  eighth  month  and  the  summary  of  the  tenth  month 
mentions  the  return  of  the  body  of  Antiochus  IV  to  Babylon  and  the  accession  of  his 
son,  Antiochus  V.  Mithradates  II  of  Parthia  (123-87  BC)  also  had  his  death  preceded 
by  an  appearance  of  Halley’s  Comet  and  it  is  recorded  on  a  Babylonian  diary  tablet  for 
87  BC,  together  with  an  apparent  reference  to  the  accession  of  Gotarzes  as  sole  king 
after  Mithradates  death. 

The  phenomenon  that  we  now  refer  to  as  Halley’s  Comet  was  known  in  antiquity  to 
ancient  astronomers  but  only  the  Babylonians  and  Chinese  kept  regular  records  over  a 
long  period,  mainly  for  astrological  purposes.  The  Chinese  have  an  almost  complete 
record  back  to  240  BC  whereas  Babylonian  records  are  sparser  although  their 
astronomical  records  go  back  to  c.  700  BC.  Comets  aroused  attention  in  the  world  of 
Greece  and  Rome  and  Aristotle’s  view  that  they  were  an  upper  air  phenomenon 
caused  by  the  friction  of  the  daily  revolution  of  the  earth  was  held  for  almost  two 
thousand  years.  It  was  not  until  Edmond  Halley  himself  observed  the  comet  from  26 
August  until  10  September  1682  and  began  a  series  of  calculations  of  orbits  that  he 
realised  the  comet  he  had  seen  made  a  periodic  return.  His  researches  were  published 
in  1705  by  the  Royal  Society.  He  had  found  that  amongst  a  group  of  more  than  twenty 
comets  seen  in  the  course  of  two  hundred  years,  three  only  were  so  alike  in  their  orbits 
as  to  be  beyond  coincidence;  they  were  during  the  years  1531,  1607  and  1682.  He 
postulated  the  return  of  the  comet,  on  this  basis,  at  the  end  of  1758  or  the  beginning  of 
1759.  On  Christmas  Day  1758  the  comet  was  duly  sighted,  but  Halley  had  died  sixteen 
years  earlier. 

Edmond  Halley  was  born  on  6  November  1656  at  Haggerston,  near  London.  He  was 
educated  at  St.  Paul’s  School  and  Oxford  and  elected  a  Fellow  of  the  Royal  Society  at 
the  incredibly  early  age  (even  for  Carolingian  England)  of  twenty-two.  From  1703 
until  1720  he  was  Savilian  Professor  of  Geometry  at  Oxford  and  became  the

Astronomer  Royal  in  1720  upon  the  death  of  Flamsteed.  Halley  was  eighty-five  when 
he  died  on  13  January  1742.  Two  years  after  his  death,  in  1744.  he  was  featured  on  a 
large  bronze  portrait  medal  executed  by  Jacques  Antoine  Dassier  as  one  of  a  set  of 
thirteen  medals  of  famous  men  living  in  England.  The  set  was  priced  at  four  guineas 
(£4.20p),  or  single  medals  at  7s. 6d.  ( 3 7 4 p ) .  The  dies  were  engraved  in  London  but  the 
medals  were  struck  abroad. 

Halley's  Comet  is  due  to  return  between  November  1985  and  May  1986.  An 
exhibition  entitled  'Halley’s  Comet  in  History:  Past  observations  of  a  distant  visitor', 
has  been  mounted  at  the  British  Museum  until  5  May  1986.  It  presents  the  recently 
discovered  Babylonian  observations  of  the  comet’s  visits  in  164  and  87  BC  within  the 
context  of  other  early  observations  in  Europe  and  the  Far  East.  Material  is  drawn  not 
only  from  the  Department  of  Western  Asiatic  Antiquities  but  also  from  Coins  and 
Medals  and  from  the  British  Library  departments  of  Oriental  Manuscripts  and  Printed 
Books  and  from  Western  Printed  Books.  Halley's  own  publication  of  his  discovery  and 
the  prediction  of  the  comet's  return  in  1758  is  included  in  both  the  original  Latin  and 
an  English  translation.  Of  particular  interest  and  note  is  the  use  of  modern  technology 
in  the  exhibition  with  a  computerised  explanation  of  Babylonian  cuneiform  texts  and  a 
graphic  display  of  astronomical  observations.  A  fascinating  book.  Halley's  Cornet  in 
History ,  edited  by  F.  R.  Stephenson  and  C.  B.  F.  Walker  (paperback,  64pp.  illus. 
£5.50),  surveys  the  history  of  the  comet  and  also  presents  the  Babylonian  observations 
m  detail  with  transcriptions,  transliterations  and  translations  of  the  relevant  cuneiform 
tablets.  Similarly,  the  Chinese  records  are  also  treated  in  depth.
